ORDER 

Import Trade Control 
New Delhi , the 20 th January 1961 

No. 1/01.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sections 3 and 4A of the 
Imports & Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (18 of 1947) as in force in India and 
as applied to the State of Pondicherry the Central Government hereby makes 
the following order further to amend the Imports (Control) Order 1955, 
namely: — 

1. Short title .—This order may be called the Imports (Control) First Amend¬ 
ment Order, 1901, 

2. Amendment of Schedule I .—In part V of Schedule I of the Imports (Con¬ 
trol) Order, 1955, against serial No, 42, after the existing entries in column 3, 
figure ‘87* shall be inserted.
